‘Prior to the summer of 1950, the former Grenadier Kaserne on the east side 
of Dorpatersatrasse was occupied by Pelish motorized troops who were equipped 
with numerous three-axle trucks. The troops wre the usual brown uniform. 
A Polish Army hospitel was also housed in the installation. Until the summer 
of 1950, the former Hindenburg Kaserne on the west side of Dorpaterstrasse 
seemed to be heavily occupied by Soviet motorized troops including an AT 
artillery unit. The unit was equipned with trucks meunting a Light machine 
gun on a biped, Six AT guns with very lonr barrels were also seon. The 
former Woyrsch Kaserne, acdjvining the Hindenburg Kaserne to the west, was
